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1. SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS HAVE GIVEN LITTLE THOUGHT TO 
SCHEDULING OF POSSIBLE MEETING TO CONSIDER SECRETARY 
GENERAL'S AUGUST 4 COMMUNICATION ON FUTURE COORDINATION 

OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS IN MIDDLE EAST. ISSUE MIGHT WELL ARISE 
BY MIDDLE OF NEXT WEEK AS SIILASVUO IS PRESSING FOR DECISION 
AND DELAYED CONSIDERATION MIGHT FIND KEY SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS 
ON LEAVE. USYG URQUHART ALREADY OUT OF NEW YORK, JONAH 
IS TRYING TO GET AWAY AND THERE MAY BE SOME RELUCTANCE TO 
SEE USYG GUYER AS PRINCIPAL STAFF SPOKESMAN FOR SECRETARIAT 
ON THIS ISSUE. 

2. UKUN, PROBABLY BASING ITSELF LARGELY ON CONVERSATIONS 
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INITIATIVE IS TO KEEP SIILASVUO IN THE SADDLE AND TO KEEP 
LILJESTRAND IN SECONDARY ROLE. (PER INFORMAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
SYG AND SWEDES, LILJESTRAND WOULD ALMOST AUTOMATICALLY 
SUCCEED TO SENIOR COMMAND IF SIILASVUO REMOVED.) 

3. SECRETARIAT TOLD BRITISH THAT CHANGE IN COMMAND STRUCTURE 
SHOULD NOT COST ADDITIONAL MONEY AND COULD IN LONG RUN 
INVOLVE ECONOMIES. IN BRITISH VIEW AND THAT OF SECRETARIAT. 

KEY ISSUE IS DIPLOMATIC SKILL: SIILASVUO HAS REMAINED 
ACCEPTABLE TO PARTIES AND LILJESTRAND IS AT BEST AN UNKNOWN 
QUANTITY. 

4. US REPS TO UN MILITARY STAFF COMMITTEE RECOGNIZE SIIL- 
ASVUO'S POLITICAL SKILL AND ACKNOWLEDGE THAT LILJESTRAND’S 
STERN MILITARY INTEGRITY MAY SOMETIMES BE AWKWARD ELEMENT 
IN RELATIONS WITH PARTIES. HOWEVER, ON BALANCE THEY COME 
DOWN ON SIDE OF LILJESTRAND WHEN JUDGING SITUATION ON 
MILITARY AND INFORMATION-FLOW BASES. THEY DO NOT BELIEVE 
LOGISTIC EFFICIENCY CAN BE IMPROVED BY REORGANIZATION IN 
FIELD, AND ARE CONCERNED THAT UNTSO FIELD REPORTS 

WOULD BE DILUTED IN USEFULNESS UNDER PROPOSED ARRANGEMENTS. 
THEY POINT OUT PRESENCE OF SOVIET OBSERVERS IN UNTSO AND 
FACT UNTSO WOULD BECOME ADDITIONAL ELEMENT 
THROUGH WHICH INCOMING FIELD REPORTS FROM ALL THREE EFORCES 
WOULD FILTER. 

5. WE THINK IT DESIRABLE TO REVIEW ENTIRE QUESTION, 

PARTICULARLY SOME OF ISSUES RAISED BY OUR MILITARY REPS, 

WITH SECRETARIAT BEFORE SECURITY COUNCIL CONSIDERATION OF 
PROPOSAL TAKES PLACE. WE WILL SEEK OPPORTUNITY TO DO SO 
NEXT WEEK. IN MEANTIME WOULD APPRECIATE DEPT'S COMMENTS.
